One or the other, or both, of them would be
available to testify regarding the location of the District's current water main on
Bridgeport Road and the location of the Calvert water meter(s). They will also testify
that, at Ms. Calvert's request, they installed a cutoff valve inside her meter jar and
replaced a water meter cover as soon as these items were brought to the District's
attention.
3. Donald T. Prather: Mr. Prather is the attorney for the District and will
testify regarding his several telephone and written contacts with Ms. Calvert.
